Let us Iheu atourcnueus 
n each township nominate an enterprising, 
progressive man for supervisor—no matter 
what hie politics miiy have been heretofore— 
but IB now in favor of a eood fair, unii one—it 
such can fee lound-who is opposed. This will 
give every man in tho couuty a voice in the 
matter and decide at once all bickering about 
the fair and fiitr ground. It is true some 
branches of bualnc'sd in Decatur are tencfltted 
more directly by the fair than other's, but then 
these men nenrly all donate very liberally to 
the fair, so it Is about even all around. Tho 
Jereoyville fair Is considered the best county 
fair in the state. They offer nearly as large 
pr mhiniB as the atate docs, and pay them, too, 
n full, when only a few years ago ther could 
only pay about fifty cents on the dollar of 
their premiums, and it was even thought best 
Dy some to give it up entirely, and have no 
fair, but just then the supervisors came to tbe 
front and made an appropriation to fit up the 
ground, and said to the peop e that the premi- 
ums would be pnld in f nil; at the next fair tbe* 
gate fees more than paid off tbe premium list. 


fnce then it has kept on increasing in popu- 
larity till now the surplus has nearly paid tho 
original expense. Anothorslmllarinstance Is 
the Wenona fair In Mai shall county, with this 
excepiion, when they had run down so low 
[hat they could not ptiy their premiums, or 
hardly any pai t of them, they formed a slock 
concern of it, made a new deal all around, 
elected new oiltuors and judges, paid their 
premiums u(f in lull, and now the stockhnld- 
BFB see they have ma''e a good investment, as 
it pays them a dividend of from SO to JO per 
oent on original oust. Now 1 have no doubt 
that our fair could be made as successful as 
any lu the state. 1 thluk one great mistake 
bas been made in selecting judges for tho dif- 
ferent departments, as they should not only 
be competent, but should be so arranged as to 
repn sent all purls of the county, especially 
the remote parts, as that would have a tenden- 
cy to get those out who are not generally at 
toe ttilr, and they should be selected tho sumo 
lime the superintendents are, and their names 
piintodin the premium list, then everybody 
would know beforehand who the judges were 
in each department. The incompetence of 
jurges has given much dibSnllBfacilon, which 
to illustrate L will mention two inBtunces, to 
wit: Apiemium was offered for "best pone of 
corn bread," now as only one pone was 
offereu at the fair, bat several hoe-cakes, and 
as Ihe hoc-cake got ibn premium, I infer the 
Judges were Incompetent to judge in that 
class, as they evidently did nnt Know what a 
poi e of corn bread was or they would have 
been morally bound to give the premium to H. 
flhe other Is this: Ono of tho JurJiresof cuttle 
while looking at the herd of Herefords ilflKcda 
byslander "Are these cattle Jerseys or Guern- 
seys?" Now a nmn who has never taken 
enough Imcrest in cattle lo have learned by

How mSny ^persons have even s 


rough idea of the average Bum upon 
which by far the larger part of the 
citizens of the United States are fed, 
clothed and housed ? A recent sta- 
tistician estimates that 80 per cent, 
of the population of this country is 
supported by from 45 to 50 cents 
per capita a day. At the latter fig- 
ure this makes $164.25 as the aver- 
age annual cost of living; b'lt, as 
by average we mean the balance be- 
tween extremes, there must be many 
persons who have not even this sum 
to live upon. That 50 cents a day 
is a generous estimate will be ad- 
mitted when it ia remembered that 
many mill operatives earn only from 
•15 to $7 a week, and that the wages 
of farm hands run from $20 to |30 
a month, and that, on these sums 
several persons are often supported. 
When it is remembered, too, that 
some other human beings have a 
yearly income ec^ual to what is nec- 
essary for the subsistence of 500 or 
1,000 of these "average" mortals, the 
startling contrast between the ex- 
tremes oE our modern society must 
be most evident.

WHILE there was rejoicing yester- 


day in the haunts from which Mack- 
in and and Gallagher have been 
missed for a few days over their tem- 
porary reprieve, the committee of .cit- 
izens met and resolved that no dis- 
appointment over Judge Gresham's 
ruling should cause relaxation in its 
efforts to vindicate justice in Cook 
county.

Such an inference was expressly sav- 
ed by Judge Greeham. Although 


postponed the day of judgement, 


be held out to them no hope of es- 
cape from ultimate punishment. By 
setting the hearing at the earliest 
possible day, the judge has enoonr- 
iged the belief that, while willing. 
;hat the prisoners shall have no tech- 
nical cause for complaint, justice 
shall not be further delayed than the 
forms "of law demand. 


INDIANAPOLIS Times: The. attitude 


of tha Mormons at this time must 
not be misunderstood.

certain conditions. One of th'ese is 
that those leaders under indictment 
for violations of the Edmunds law 
plead guilty and have sentence sus- 
pended during such time as the 
pledge to cease to practice polygamy 
be carried out 


THE extent of roller skating may

WASTE IN ROOFING. 


The force exerted by an animal comte 


from the actual burning up of the body, 
is very great, and in a paper on this 
subject Prof. Antrim states that it was 
formerly thought that portions of the 
snuscles themselves were burned when 
they contracted, and as the mtiacles 
consist chiefly of protein it was thought 
ihat working animals needed a large 
supply of protein in their f ooi to raa,k» 
good the loss of muscle-anhsjimp* 
caused by the work. Later ej^«ri- 
menta showed, however, that no morj 
protein was burned up in the body dur- 
ing work than during rest, while very 
much more starchy and fatty matter 
was burned, and certain authors ear- 
nestly maintained that working animals 
needed chiefly starchy matter and fat 
in their food. Still more recent exper- 
iments have led to modifications of 
these views. With our present knowl- 
edge upon this subject, the truth ap- 
pears to be that cither protein, carb.yd.- 
rates or fat may serve as fuel in the bodv 
for the production of power. If cnougt 
of the two latter are supplied, no pro- 
tein is used. If the supply of them is 
Deficient, the protein of the body may 
be used to make up for their lack. 


According to this, it would appeal 


that it makes little ditlerence what pro- 
jjortions of protein, carbhydr.ites and 
fat the food of a working animal con- 
ta.in<3, provided it receives enough of 
them all taken together. 
Reflection, 


however, shows that this is not aHo- 
gether tiue. In the first place a cer- 
tain waste of protein from the body is 
continually going on, whether it is rest- 
ing or working^and the food must con- 
tain enough protein to make good the 
waste. In the second place, we have 
still much to learn about the origin of 
muscular power, and in the meantime 
we must hold to practical experience, 
and this shows that rations tolerably 
rich in protein are best adapted for 
working animals. 


The food of working animals usually 


consists of hay or other coaise fodder 
and of grain or some of it»bi-prpducts, 
notably bran. 
Such a combination will 


in all ordinary cases contain an abun- 
dance of pro'ein, so that we have sim- 
ply to take care that enough is pro- 
vided. In our table of standards, ra- 
tions are given for working oxen ag^i 
horses, but it seems doubtful if these 
can ever prove of much practical use. 
The amount of food must vary, of 
course, with the amoiint of work re- 
quired from the animal, and must be 
determined by observation in each par- 
ticular case, while if ordinary fodders 
are used, tbe proportion of protein to 
other digestible matter will take care 
•»f itself.

Economy In the Construction of Burnt 


Desirable. 


There are many wastes on the farm 


which do not seem to be understood by 
farmers as such, but there is not any- 
thing more palpably wasteful than the 
numerous roofs on low buildings which 
will be found upon a large proportion 
of farms. Shingled roofs arc expensive, 
and should aot be uselessly multiplied. 
Our farmers have, probably, copied 
much from the practice of English 
farmers. 
In that country the farm 


steading covers a very large space. 


Sheds and stables for stock are built 


only just high enough to work in, 
nothing stored above, but all these 
roofs are.maintained simply for the 
stables; and aftur maintaining roofs 
enough to cover barns to hold all their 
crops! whether of grain or fodder, 
they stack out all their grain and hay, 
and then carry every feed by itself 
from rick-yard to the stable, requiring 
nearly four times the labor in feeding 
necessary if the hay or fodder wero 
stored in the same building with theaiii- 
mals. A low building requires the sarnn 
foundation and roofing necessary if the 
buildings were made high enough for 
large storage. Our farmers do a little 
better than this, but the waste is large 
here. Note the largo number of low 
buildings, where large roofs are kept 
up simply for stables. 
It is not too 


much to say that thousands of farms 
can be found where one-half the roof- 
ing used would accommodate the stock 
and all the storage required by build- 
ing one large barn of proper height. 


Barns are also more economical to be 


bnilt wide instead of narrow and long. 
Barns should never be built with posts 
lower than twenty feet, and if of con- 
siderable size should be twenty-five feet 
high, and use some long braces to make 
the buildin°; stiff. 
One long brace does 


more to stiffen a building than many 
short ones. 
As we have intimated 


above, the labor of caring for animals 
is less when everything needed is under 
the same roof. 
Make everything as 


compact as possible, for this requires 
the least travel in feeding the animals 
—Live Stock Journal. 


In other words* the grains contain only 
about half as much useless material or 
"ballast" as do the coarse fodders. 
The more coarse fodder an animal eats, 
then, the more of this ballast, ia it 
obliged to chew, swallow, work over in 
its stomach and intestines, and carry 
about with it. All this involves work, 
and the force so applied is just so much 
subtracted from the amount available 
for useful work. Moreover a bulky 
fodder offers mechanical hindrance to 
rapid motions Mich ns nre required of 
the horse in pni i i i ' i i l ir. in whom over- 
loading the stomach with bulky loo,! 
may lead to the most serious conse- 
quences. A certain bulk of fodder is, 
of course, desirable, both that the 
first stomach of oxen may be properly 
filled and rumination properly per- 
formed, and to prevent, in case of the 
horse, the impaction that is liable to 
follow the too free ose of ground feed. 


The question of corn vs. oats for 


horses is one that is often raised. 
Viewed in the light of the above re- 
marks there would seem to be but little 
choice between them. Oats contain 
mo're protein than corn, but we have 
seen that this difference is not of very 
great moment. Provided corn meal 
were mixed with cut hay or straw to 
prevent impaction, there would seem 
to be no reason why it should not serve 
as good a purpose as oats. 
Neverthe- 


less, experience has shown that whilo 
torn is an excellent feed for draft 
aorscs it can not take the place of oats 
m those cases in which "life" and 
'•spirit" are required, as in roadsters or 
facers.—farm, Field and Stockman. 


The members of the teaching profes- 


sion in, this country are exhibiting, at 
the present time, a most commendable 
zaal in all good works. A review of 
the proceedings of the district conven- 
tions, county institutes and State asso- 
ciations reveals an extraordinary spirit 
of progress. The columns of the edu- 
cational periodicals abound in papers 
which are full of interesting sugges- 
tions, original ideas and theories of all 
kinds. Every teacher seems to haro 
his or her peculiar view which, on tha 
proper occasion, is very courageously 
advanced. Opinions, diametrically op- 
posed, constantly clash, but all are the 
outcome of one unanimous desire—im- 
provement. 
The country at large is to 


be felicitated on this condition of 
things. 
. . 
It occasionally surprises the tuition 


and tax-payers to find how far some of 
the vital questions in the administration 
ot the public schools are from being do- 
fm'.tely settled, but this surprise grows 
out of"the American disposition to 10- 
gard ten years a century and fifty years 
an age, and to forget that we are yet, 
and natiually, in the period of institu- 
tional beginnings and experiments. 
The public at large should not, there- 
fore, grow restive because tha teachers 
are given to debate and disagreement. 
They will come to conclusions, doubt- 
less, in good time. Their energy and 
devotion to educational interests must 
be considered as devoid of the selflsh- 
nesi that characterises place-hunting 
politicians, for the reason that their 
.positions are usually arduous and their 
financial expectations inconsiderable. 
siThey certainly present themselves in 
the attitude of soldiers enlisted on the 
side of a great and worthy cause, their 
'loyalty being due to purer and higher 
motives than individual benefit. 


The question of a large appropriation 


by the National Government to be de- 
voted to the suppression of illiteracy 
has aroused them as never before. 
They now find themselves facing a 
great evil with the possibility of scour- 
ing effective means for its overthrow, 
and they feel something of that ardor 
which our forefathers felt when the 
Stamp Tax enab'ed them to draw a 
line, and which the old Abolitionists 
experienced when the proposition to 
extend slavery brought their affair to 
an issue, 
iteretoforo the teachers, 


though imbued with a desire to ban- 
ish ignorance from the land, were con- 
tent to plod along in their mission, be- 
lieving that the light would gradually 
spread as the years wore on, yet with 
the ctiscouraginz consciousness that 
the lane was very long. 
Now, sud- 


denly, an over-plus in the Treasury 
suggests a plan whereby a grand ad- 
vance can be made, and the conse- 
quence is a general stimulation of en- 
ergy and eager desire to go forth to 
co'nquer. AVhether such an appropria- 
tion by the Government ia altogether 
advisable is not the question with them. 
They have settled that to their own sat- 
isfaction, and believe, if we may trust 
the reports, that the country's glory 
can be subserved in no way so well a* 
by educating the great body of illit- 
erate voters, 
Whether or not the ap- 


propriation shall be made, the teacher* 
will have been greatly elevated In the 
public regard by the philanthropic po- 
sition they have taken, and the assur- 
ance they have given that they are 
striving according to their best lights 
to improve the intellectual and moral 
life of the Nation. 


Realizing, therefore, the progress the 


teachers are making in the work ol 
educating the people—a progress which 
has the positive testimony of figures— 
the relation of the teacher to refornuv- 
tory measures in the prisons is a mat- 
ter for the curious to consider. If ed- 
ucation means the increase of the 
citizen's responsibilities, it may bo per- 
tinently suggested that, with the in- 
crease of educational opportunities, 
prison discipline should grow sharper, 
and punishment rather than reforma- 
tion be the policy of the prison-keep- 
ers. 
If the percentage of illiteracy, 


accordingly, continues to be reduced 
by the teachers, the social scientists of 
the country should not fail to give this 
matter their attention.—Q. C. Matthews, 
in the Current.
